To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen  , 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1938.  The  Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  laid  down 
in  Circular  1561  (Wales). 

The  resident  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  at  the  middle  of  1938  is  31,900  persons,  which  is  an 
increase  of  380  persons  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth-rate  is  13.1  per  1,000  population  as  against  11.1 
for  1937 . The  Death-rate  from  all  causes  shewed  a further  decline , 
being  10.3.  The  infantile  death  rate  is  36  per  1,000  live  births, 
as  compared  with  54  for  all  Rural  Districts  in  England  and  Wales, 
and  is  the  lowest  figure  in  the  Rural  Districts  in  Glamorgan. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I record  the  retirement  of  Miss  Emily 
Evans,  who  has  served  as  Matron  of  the  Ely  Isolation  Hospital 
since  its  inception,  and  previously  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Radyr . She  had  a long  and  valued  service  in  the  Council ’s  employ , 
and  had  earned  the  high  esteem  and  regard  of  everyone  with 
whom  she  was  connected.  The  Hospital  and  patients  were  well 
looked  after  in  her  hands,  and  there  must  be  a large  number  of 
persons  who  are  grateful  for  the  treatment  they  received  from 
Miss  Evans.  I sincerely  hope  she  may  enjoy  her  retirement  for 
many  years. 

Sister  Jenkins  retired  during  the  year.  She  had  been  with 
the  Matron,  Miss  Evans,  from  the  commencement,  but  unfor- 
tunately had  not  been  in  good  health  for  some  years  owing  to  an 
illness  contracted  whilst  serving  at  the  Hospital.  To  her,  for 
her  long  and  faithful  service,  I would  extend  a happy  retirement. 

Miss  Aerona  Davies  was  appointed  as  Matron , and  commenced 
her  duties  on  1st  July,  1938. 

Mr.  William  Davies  was  appointed  as  Sanitary  Inspector  of 
the  No.  1 Whitchurch  District  from  10th  January,  1938.

There  are  certain  directions  in  which  I would  draw  your 
attention,  which  are  dealt  with  more  fully  in  the  body  of  the 
Report,  and  which,  briefly  stated  are: 

Sewage  disposal  in  certain  parts  of  the  area  requires  attention . 

Water  supplies  are  not  as  plentiful  in  some  areas  as  they  might 
be. 

Milk  Production — a higher  standard  of  milk  production  is 
required,  and  more  farmers  should  be  encouraged  to 
produce  T.T.  milk. 

Greater  use  should  be  made  of  dental  facilities. 

Im  munization  against  diphtheria  should  be  accepted  more 
readily  by  the  parents  of  children  before  the  child  reaches 
school  age. 

Tuberculous  patients  should  be  encouraged  to  remain  in 
Hospital  until  such  time  as  they  are  discharged,  rather 
than  discharge  themselves. 

Cancer.  —Greater  interest  is  required  for  persons  who  are  over 
40/45  to  submit  themselves  for  thorough  examination  by 
their  own  Practitioners,  when  they  have  symptoms  of  an 
unusual  nature.  Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  is  of 
especial  importance  in  this  condition.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  carry  out 
all  the  examinations  and  analyses  of  samples  and  specimens  sub- 
mitted to  them  for  report.  Payment  for  services  rendered  is  in 
accordance  with  a scale  of  charges  for  work  done . 

Samples  of  milk  and  of  water  are  submitted  for  analysis,  and 
the  reports  are  dealt  with  under  the  respective  headings  in  the  body 
of  the  Report.

( b ) Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  ambulance  facilities  in  the 
area.  You  have  your  own  motor  ambulance  for  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  which  was  purchased  some  nine  years  ago.  It  will  require 
to  be  thoroughly  overhauled  during  the  coming  year,  as  its  e fficiency 
is  showing  signs  of  failure  due  to  wear.  The  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem  (Priory  of  Wales)  has  an  efficient  Ambulance  service 
for  any  case  in  your  area.

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  nursing  of  cases  in  their  own  home  is  undertaken  by  the 
Local  Nursing  Associations,  which  receive  a grant  from  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  District  Nurses  have  their  centres  at 
the  following  points  in  your  area,  and  serve  the  surrounding  areas : 


(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  suspected  Tuberculosis  are  seen  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association, 
and  cases  from  your  area  are  seen  at  the  Centre  in  Cathedral  Road. 

Any  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  which  are  discovered  at  the 
Ante-Natal  clinic  or  infant  clinics,  are  referred  to  the  centre  at 
Glossop  Terrace,  which  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

You  subscribe  to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary,  so  that  cases  of 
accident  or  illness  requiring  treatment  can  be  treated.  A number 
of  cases  have  been  referred,  such  as  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  for  opera- 
tion, Squints,  Error  of  Refraction,  Skin  Diseases,  Circumcision, 
Naevi.

As  a result  of  a report  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  as  reported 
in  my  last  year’s  report,  steps  have  been  taken  to  improve  the 
conditions  under  which  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  being 
conducted. 

At  Rhoose,  a bungalow  on  Fontigary  Road,  was  purchased  by 
the  Council.  The  building  lent  itself  very  well  for  the  conversion 
into  an  Ante  and  Post-Natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  and  only 
required  small  structural  alterations.

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The  clinic  comprises: 

Waiting-room,  Weighing-room,  Undressing  room,  Doctor’s 
Consulting  room,  Kitchen,  Lavatories  (staff  and  patients),  Peram- 
bulator shelter. 

The  lighting  and  heating  is  by  electricity. 

The  plans  were  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health,  and  a grant  was  obtained  from  the  Commissioner  for 
Distressed  Areas  amounting  to  75%  of  the  cost. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  a marked  increase 
in  the  clinic  attendance,  and  also  the  newly  formed  Ante-Natal 
clinic  is  appreciated  and  well  attended. 

The  clinic  was  opened  by  Councillor  D.  R.  Morgan,  Chairman 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child- Welfare  Committee  on  30th  May,  1938. 

The  Peterston -super -Ely  Clinic. 

Largely  owing  to  the  very  scattered  nature  of  the  area  which 
this  clinic  serves,  the  attendances  are  not  very  large,  but,  at  the 
same  time,  during  the  year  the  clinic  has  become  more  generally 
known,  the  attendances  have  improved,  and  the  conditions  of 
working  for  all  concerned  are  much  better  than  in  the  former 
premises. 

Dinas  Powis  Clinic. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  actively  engaged  in  an 
endeavour  to  improve  upon  the  premises  in  the  present  clinic. 
Several  buildings  in  the  area  were  visited,  but  none  were  found 
suitable  and  further  visits  were  made  to  find  a suitable  building 
site;  one  was  provisionally  selected  on  the  Cardiff  Road,  and 
proposals  and  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health , 
who  gave  their  approval.  The  clinic  should  be  completed  during 
1939. 

Ante  and  Post  -Natal  Clinic  at  Whitchurch. 

An  Ante-and  Post-Natal  clinic  was  started  on  4th  March,  1938, 
at  premises  at  the  rear  of  the  Tabernacle  Methodist  Chapel,  Merthyr 
Road,  Whitchurch,  the  clinic  being  held  fortnightly,  and  the 
doctor  in  attendance  is  Dr.  Dorothy  James. 

The  conditions  for  working  the  clinic  are  not  really  satis- 
factory, but  are  the  most  suitable  that  could  be  found. 

Plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for 
new  clinic  premises  to  serve  Whitchurch  and  Rhiwbina  for  the 
purpose  of  centralising  the  work  of  Maternity  and  Infant  clinics 
in  the  area. 

The  Ante-Natal  clinic  at  Whitchurch  was  opened  on  March 
4th,  1938,  and  5 cases  attended.  Since  then  there  has  been  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances,  and  during  1938,  89 
patients  were  seen,  including  4 cases  who  were  not  expectant 
mothers. 

As  regards  the  number  of  attendances  per  patient,  18  attended 
once  only,  the  remainder  from  two  to  eleven  times.  Of  those  who 
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attended  once  only  as  far  as  is  known,  8 engaged  their  own  Doctor, 
and  so  were  not  encouraged  to  continue  attendance,  3 were  near 
term,  and  one  left  the  district. 

During  the  year,  17  cases  were  recommended  for  admission  to 
the  City  Lodge,  8 on  Medical  grounds  and  9 at  their  own  request  on 
account  of  home  conditions. 

The  most  common  defect  encountered  was  dental  caries. 
Dental  treatment  was  advised  in  many  cases,  but  the  patients 
on  the  whole  were  very  reluctant  to  follow  this  advice.  In  a few 
cases  they  promised  to  see  their  own  dentist ; very  few  wished  to 
avail  themselves  of  treatment  through  the  clinic. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

The  Midwifery  services  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
operating  in  your  area  are  provided  by : 

4 Whole -time  M’dwives ; 

6 Part-time  Midwives. 

The  district  is  adequately  covered  by  these  midwives,  and  the 
service  appears  to  be  giving  satisfaction.  Naturally  there  are  some 
slight  difficulties  which  must  be  expected  in  a new  service.  Certain 
of  the  midwives  attend  regularly  at  the  Ante-Natal  clinics,  and 
have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  assistance  which  they 
derive  from  being  able  to  bring  their  cases  to  the  Doctor  at  the  clinic 
for  examination.  It  gives  them  added  confidence  in  carrying  out 
their  work  to  know  that  their  case  has  been  supervised  at  the  Clinic. 

(2)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

Cases  of  difficult  confinement,  complications  of  pregnancy,  or 
where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable,  are  referred  to  the  City 
Lodge  Hospital,  in  the  City  of  Cardiff. 

Applications  for  admission  are  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
their  consideration  and  the  financial  and  other  matters  taken  into 
consideration  as  to  the  patient's  ability  to  pay  for  her  maintenance. 
Certain  cases  of  an  emergency  nature  are  admitted  on  recommend- 
ation of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  are  considered  by  the 
Council  later.  Medical  Practitioners  attending  cases  in  your  area 
who  require  cases  admitted  to  Hospital,  have,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  communicate  with  your  Medical  Officer. 

Certain  types  of  cases  are  now  no  longer  admitted  to  the  City 
Lodge  and  these  are  admitted  to  Llandough  Hospital.  Unfor- 
tunately the  cost  of  maintenance  here  is  1 1 /3d.  per  day,  as  against 
5/6d.  at  the  City  Lodge.  Cases  of  a medical  or  surgical  nature 
requiring  institutional  treatment  occurring  in  mothers  and  children 
are  arranged  for  at  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary ; there  are  times 
when  they  cannot  be  admitted  because  there  is  no  bed  available  or 
possibly  the  children’s  ward  is  closed  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease.  Fortunately  on  these  occasions  we  are  able  to 
send  them  to  Llandough,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  recovered 
wherever  possible. 
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(3)  Health  Visitors. 

Your  Health  Visitors  attend  at  the  clinics  on  the  respective 
days;  Nurse  James  has  five  clinics  one  week  and  three  the  other, 
and  Nurse  Rooney  has  two  clinics  each  week — one  of  these  clinics 
is  a combined  Ante -Natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Session  (Rhoose). 
The  district  is  naturally  very  scattered,  and  the  distances  which 
have  to  be  covered  for  some  of  the  home  visits  are  considerable. 
More  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  following  up  of  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis, and  more  clerical  work  is  being  done  in  order  to  keep  their 
records  up  to  date. 

(4)  Infant  Life  Protection. 

There  were  only  2 cases  coming  under  this  heading.  Periodical 
visits  are  paid  to  the  home,  and  the  home  conditions  and  condition 
of  the  child  carefully  gone  into ; there  were  no  proceedings  taken 
under  the  Act  during  the  year. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  Dental  Cases. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  cases 
of  mothers  and  children  attending  the  clinics  in  your  area,  who 
require  dental  treatment,  are  provided  with  treatment  by  the 
Public  Dental  Officer  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  Unfor- 
tunately it  is  not  possible  for  the  patients  to  receive  general 
anaesthetics  in  all  of  the  clinics,  consequently  the  patient  has  to 
travel  to  a more  distant  clinic,  and,  in  some  cases,  the  increase  in 
the  bus  fares  deters  some  of  these  patients.  The  number  of  patients 
who  avail  themselves  of  dental  treatment  is  small,  and  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  more  work  of  instructing  these  patients  requires  to  be 
undertaken.  This  is  especially  so  with  regard  to  the  expectant 
mother.  During  the  year  pamphlets  and  literature  on  dental 
matters  have  been  obtained  from  the  Dental  Board,  and  are  being 
distributed  at  all  clinics. 

35  mothers  and  25  children  have  received  dental  treatment 
during  the  year.  5 mothers  were  supplied  with  complete  dentures, 
and  1 with  partial  dentures. 

Orthopaedic  Cases. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
cases  of  an  orthopaedic  nature  are  able  to  be  seen  by  a Specialist 
and  receive  the  necessary  in-patient  or  out-patient  treatment. 
Cases  of  this  description  are  readily  dealt  with,  and  with  the 
exception  of  cases  requiring  admission , receive  treatment  straight 
away.  The  few  cases  which  have  been  admitted,  have  received 
early  admission . 

This  service  is  of  the  highest  value  to  the  patients  in  your  area, 
and  many  cases,  by  being  referred  in  the  early  stages,  are  saved 
from  developing  what  would  be  crippling  deformities  in  later  life. 

Record  cards  were  started  in  January/ , 1937 . The  total  number 
of  Orthopaedic  defects  noted  up  to  the  31st  December  1938,  is  69. 
These  are  obviously  not  all  cases  of  any  severe  deformity  or  cripp- 
ling, and  in  many  of  the  instances  are  of  quite  a minor  degree,  but 
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nevertheless  cases  which  require  some  slight  treatment,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  defect  being  aggravated. 

There  have  been  27  cases  in  which  it  was  thought  desirable 
that  Mr.  Parker,  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  should  see  them,  and  in  every  case  he  has  outlined  the 
necessary  treatment  and  his  advice  has  been  followed  out  by  the 
parents. 

It  was  found  necessary  in  two  cases  that  treatment  was  required 
to  be  carried  out  by  admission  to  hospital.  In  other  cases  various 
appliances  have  been  provided;  these  cases  have  been  attending 
as  Out-Patients  and  have  also  in  the  intervals  been  kept  under 
observation  in  the  clinics. 

The  results  of  treatment  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  in 
only  a few  instances  have  the  parents  failed  to  give  their  co- 
operation and  the  care  necessary  for  a successful  treatment  being 
completed.  Unfortunately,  most  of  the  treatments  have  to  be 
carried  out  over  a period  of  many  months,  and  in  some  cases  of 
years,  and  a careless  mother  tires  sometimes  before  the  case  is 
carried  to  a satisfactory  conclusion.

HEALTH  WEEK. 

During  the  week  2nd  to  8th  October,  1938,  an  effort  was  made 
to  bring  to  the  inhabitants  of  your  area  information  on  health 
matters. 

In  a rural  area  it  is  not  possible  to  organise  anything  on  a big 
scale,  but  what  was  aimed  at  was  to  try  and  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  people  the  various  services  which  are  being  offered  them,  and 
to  encourage  them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities.  At  the 
same  time,  our  efforts  were  rather  overshadowed  by  the  inter- 
national crisis,  which  unfortunately  occurred  at  the  same  period. 
The  following  is  a brief  outline  of  what  was  done. 
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All  the  ministers  of  religion  and  superintendents  of  Sunday 
Schools  were  communicated  with  and  asked  to  make  a special 
feature  of  Health  matters  at  their  services;  pamphlets  were  sent 
suggesting  ways  in  which  this  could  be  brought  about. 

A large  supply  of  posters  was  obtained,  and  they  were  displayed 
in  various  public  places,  including  shops.  Bookmarkers  bearing 
printed  particulars  on  health  matters  were  distributed  from  all  the 
public  and  private  libraries.  At  the  local  cinemas  short  films  on 
health  topics  were  shown  at  each  performance,  and  during  the 
intervals  slides  were  shown,  giving  particulars  of  the  local  clinics. 

In  the  clinics  a variety  of  new  leaflets  relating  to  matters  of 
Better  Health  were  distributed  to  each  mother  attending. 

The  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  very  kindly  supplied 
us  with  a large  number  of  posters  and  pamphlets,  as  did  the  Health 
and  Cleanliness  Council. 

THE  NATIONAL  BIRTHDAY  TRUST  FUND. 

Supplies  of  Marm.ite,  Ostermilk,  and  Ovaltine  have  been 
received  throughout  the  whole  year  as  a free  gift  from  the  National 
Birthday  Trust  Fund.  The  distribution  has  been  made  to  mothers 
during  their  last  ten  weeks  of  pregnancy,  and  for  the  three  weeks 
following  the  birth.  Cards  containing  information  as  to  the 
progress  and  the  result  of  the  confinement,  and  notes  as  to  any 
complications  or  deaths  are  kept,  and  at  the  end  of  each  six -monthly 
period  are  sent  to  the  Joint  Council  of  Midwifery  in  London  for  the 
purposes  of  statistical  analysis. 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  further  supplies  of  these  special  foods 
will  be  continued  much  longer,  which  is  rather  unfortunate  as  the 
value  of  these  foods  to  the  expectant  mothers  has  been  very  great, 
and  all  mothers  receiving  the  foods  have  expressed  how  much  they 
appreciate  the  supplementary  nourishment,  and  how  much  better 
they  have  felt  whilst  taking  it. 

VOLUNTARY  LADIES’  COMMITTEE. 

At  several  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  a voluntary  Ladies’ 
Committee  has  been  formed.  The  ladies  very  kindly  give  their 
services  free,  and  are  of  great  assistance  in  the  running  of  the 
clinics. 

The  services  at  the  clinics  vary  somewhat,  but  in  most  of  the 
clinics  the  attendance  registers  are  marked  by  them,  the  weighing 
is  done  by  them  and  sometimes  the  distribution  of  foods  under- 
taken, assistance  with  the  teas,  and  assistance  to  needy  mothers 
in  the  way  of  old  garments  and  clothes  for  babies;  they  arrange 
Christmas  Trees  and  tea  parties,  and  an  outing  with  tea  at  the 
sea-side  is  provided  during  the  summer  months.  These  Voluntary 
Committees  are  of  very  great  value  to  all  concerned,  and  I should 
like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  good  work  which  is 
done  by  these  ladies.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  Supply  Schemes  have  been  completed  in  the  following 
Parishes  during  the  year: — 

Bonvilston. 

St.  Nicholas. 

Llancarfan. 

Llanvithyn. 

Llantrithyd. 

As  a result  of  the  completion  of  the  above  scheme,  trade 
supplies  have  been  provided  to  47  farms  in  a total  of  255  new 
properties  which  are  now  being  served. 

Renewal  of  the  main  in  Mission  Road,  Pentyrch,  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year,  a 3"  main  having  been  substituted. 

A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  supply  to  Radyr  is  in 
course  of  construction. 

During  the  year  58  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  exam- 
ination, made  up  of  19  chemical  and  39  bacteriological.  The 
following  is  a summary  of  the  results: — 

A.  PUBLIC  SUPPLIES. 

1.  Parish  of  Rudry,  Waterloo  Row. 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  at  various  points  on  this 
system,  and  various  cleansing  of  apparatus  and  improvements  have 
been  carried  out.  The  source  of  this  supply  cannot,  however,  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  the  Council  are  considering  the 
question  of  providing  another  supply. 

Garth  Row,  Rudry. 

Four  samples  have  been  taken  of  this  supply,  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory. 

2.  Parish  of  Rhydygwern. 

New  Row,  Rhydygwern,  and  Green  Row,  Rhydy- 
gwern. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  in  connection  with  the  above. 
Three  were  taken  from  the  New  Row  tap,  two  from  Green  Row 
tap,  and  one  from  the  spring  forming  the  source  of  the  supply. 
Results  indicate  the  water  to  be  of  fairly  satisfactory  quality. 
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Wells  and  Spring  Supplies. 

Eighteen  samples  have  been  taken  in  connection  with  the 
The  following  proved  unsatisfactory. 


Spout,  Old  Village,  Pentyrch. 

In  view  of  the  little  use  made  of  this  supply,  and  the 
existence  of  a mains  supply  in  the  District,  the  Council  have 
resolved  to  restrict  the  use  of  this  water  to  purposes  other  than  for 
drinking,  and  a notice  board  to  this  effect  will  be  erected. 


Penmark  Well,  Penmark. 

A stand  post  has  been  provided  from  the  mains  to  supply 
the  occupiers  of  the  two  Cottages  who  made  use  of  this  well. 

Downs  Pump,  St.  Lythans. 

This  well  is  being  used  only  during  drought  periods,  and 
a tap  has  now  been  provided  at  the  termination  of  the  main  nearby. 


B.  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES.

Two  samples  were  taken  of  the  above,  the  second  of  which 
proved  fairly  satisfactory.  The  premises  are  now  vacant. 

As  a result  of  the  completion  of  the  Water  Scheme  embracing 
the  Parishes  of  Bonvilston,  Llancarfan,  Llanvithyn,  Llantrithyd, 
Pendoylan,  Peterston-s-Ely,  St.  Georges-s-Ely,  and  St.  Nicholas, 
the  question  arises  as  to  whether  the  maintenance  of  many  of  the 
wells  and  other  supplies  in  these  Parishes  is  necessary.  The 
Council  have  approached  the  several  Parish  Councils  in  the  matter, 
some  of  whom  have  indicated  that  they  desire  the  supplies  to  be 
continued  as  alternative  sources. 
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I am  obliged  to  Mr.  H.  W.  B.  Cotterill,  M.Inst.C.E.,  Water 
Engineer,  City  of  Cardiff,  for  supplying  me  with  the  records  of 
local

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A small  extension  of  the  sewer  from  Tynyparc  to  Ashgrove, 
Manor  Way,  Whitchurch,  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Schemes  have  also  been  prepared  for  dealing  with  Sewerage  in 
Van  Parish  (Porset  Row,  Rudry  Road,  and  neighbouring  houses), 
also  Su’lly  Road,  Parish  of  St.  Andrews,  and  Gwaelodygarth, 
Pentyrch  and  Creigiau. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Following  complaints  as  to  the  deposit  of  refuse  on  the  banks 
of  the  river  at  Llancarfan,  resulting  in  the  pollution  of  the  river, 
a notice  board  was  erected  prohibiting  such  deposits.  Action  was 
also  taken  with  respect  to  the  drainage  from  Piggeries  at  Dinas 
Powis,  which  was  discharging  into  the  brook,  a cesspool  being 
constructed  to  receive  such  drainage. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

As  no  important  extensions  or  new  schemes  of  sewerage  have 
been  completed  during  the  year,  there  has  been  no  substantial 
conversion  from  the  conservancy  to  water  carriage  system  of  closet 
accommodation.  Having  regard  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the 
properties  in  the  strictly  rural  portion  of  your  District,  the 
conservancy  system  has  to  be  adopted,  but  it  has  been  the  practice 
of  your  officers  to  convert  privies  into  earth  closets,  as  it  is  felt 
that  the  more  frequent  cleansing  necessitated  by  the  latter 
minimizes  the  possibility  of  nuisance  arising.  Cesspools  continue 
to  form  the  drainage  system  in  some  of  the  populous  and  closely 
built  centres  of  your  Area,  and  this  is  the  subject  of  comment  under 
the  heading  of  Public  Cleansing.

Generally  the  work  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

A change  as  from  the  1st  April,  1938,  was  made  in  the  Parish 
of  Whitchurch,  which  has  5,114  houses  covering  an  area  of  3,376 
acres.  This  area  is  rapidly  becoming  urban  in  character,  and  a 
change  from  the  horse  drawn  waggon  method  of  refuse  collection 
was  thought  necessary.  The  Council  therefore  decided  to  purchase 
a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighter  to  do  the  work  in  part  of  the 
District,  comprising  Rhiwbina  and  an  area  to  the  south  of  Manor 
Way.  The  properties  in  this  area  numbered  2,095,  and  a bi- 
weekly collection  was  arranged.

As  a result  of  the  collection  of  house  refuse  by  a motor  vehicle, 
the  Council  decided  to  employ  a man  whole  time  at  the  Radyr 
Quarry  Tip  to  assist  in  unloading  the  Freighter  on  its  arrival,  and 
to  keep  the  tip  in  order,  and  also  to  maintain  the  roadway  to  the 
tip. 

Cesspools  in  the  parishes  of  Lisvane,  Radyr,  and  Whitchurch 
continue  to  be  cleansed  periodically  by  the  Council. 

The  cleansing  of  cesspools  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Andrews, 
Penmark,  and  Porthkerry,  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  District, 
is  carried  out  under  contract,  and  a total  of  88  cesspools  were 
emptied  during  the  year. 

Many  problems  arise  in  this  connection.  The  inaccessibility 
of  some  of  the  cesspools  make  the  disposal  of  the  contents  a very 
difficult  matter,  and  it  is  not  always  possible  to  find  suitable 
tipping  grounds. 
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I feel  that  the  continuance  of  cesspool  drainage  in  built-up 
areas  is  to  be  deprecated,  and  schemes  of  sewerage  for  Fontigary 
Road  and  Sully  Village  areas  are  urgently  necessary.  Conditions 
at  Sully  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrews,  are  such  that  drainage 
bv  means  of  cesspools  cannot  be  satisfactory,  and  the  Council’s 
scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  this  area  should  be  commenced  at  an 
early  date.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

The  majority  of  the  shops  in  the  Council’s  area  are  attached 
to  the  occupier’s  dwelling  house,  and  little  difficulty  arises  in 
connection  either  with  sanitary  accommodation  or  facilities  for  the 
taking  of  meals,  the  latter  often  being  taken  at  the  employer’s 
table. 

The  Offices  which  are,  in  the  main,  attached  to  works  in  the 
area,  are  satisfactory  as  regards  light,  ventilation,  over-crowding, 
and  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

Means  of  heating,  facilities  for  the  taking  of  meals,  and  the 
provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  have  been  provided  in  the 
case  of  one  shop. 
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CAMPING  SITES. 

A total  of  six  sites  in  the  area  were  occupied  by  camps  during 
the  summer.  Three  of  these  were  small  camps,  two  being  at 
Rhoose,  and  one  being  at  Sully,  and  were  in  use  for  the  first  two 
weeks  of  August  only.  It  is  not  therefore  possible  to  licence 
these  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Two 
other  large  camps  are  situated  at  Rhoose  and  Lavernock,  and  are 
controlled  under  Town  Planning  provisions.  Mains  and  water 
closet  accommodation,  separate  for  the  sexes,  are  provided  at  these 
latter  camps.  These  were  inspected  by  Dr.  N.  Howells,  of  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health,  on  the  7th  September,  1938.  Regular 
inspections  are  made  during  the  summer  months,  particular  regard 
being  paid  to  refuse  collection  in  the  camps. 

I estimate  that  during  the  peak  period  approximately  1,000 
campers  are  resident  in  the  Council’s  area. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  made  of  emission  of  grit 
from  the  Melingriffith  Tinplate  Works  at  Whitchurch.  The  works 
were  visited  and  inspected  on  several  occasions,  and  discussions 
took  place  with  the  Managing  Director  and  Works  Manager  as  to 
ways  and  means  of  lessening  the  amount  of  grit  which  was  being 
emitted.  Various  types  of  fuels  have  been  tried,  and  also  staggered 
firing  of  the  furnaces  is  now  in  operation  as  well  as  the  weekly 
removal  of  deposits  from  the  flues.  The  Company  appear  to  be 
anxious  to  try  and  alleviate  any  cause  for  complaint. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  publicly  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
the  area  which  are  open  to  the  general  public. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1.  [a)  Three  Council  houses  were  found  in  a state  of  bug 

infestation. 

(b)  Three  privately-owned  houses  were  also  bug  infested. 

2.  In  each  of  the  above  cases  disinfestation  was  carried  out,  the 

following  methods  being  employed : — 

(a)  All  wall  paper  removed  and  burnt  on  the  premises. 

(b)  Picture  rails,  skirting  boards,  architraves,  mantel-pieces, 
were  removed  and  treated  with  blowlamp  flame,  as  are  also 
all  cracks  and  crevices. 

(c)  In  some  cases  the  infested  surfaces  are  sprayed  with  a 

solution  of  Zaldecide  and  fumigated  with  sulphur  di-oxide. 
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V 

3.  The  premises  and  effects  of  all  prospective  Council  house 
tenants  are  inspected  prior  to  removal,  and  action  taken  as 
indicated  by  paragraph  (c)  above  where  such  is  found  necessary. 

4.  Where  the  disinfestation  necessitates  the  work  detailed  in 
paragraph  ( b ) the  services  of  a private  contractor  are  employed, 
who  works  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

5.  Houses  treated  for  disinfestation  are  kept  under  observation 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  an  effort  is  made  to  educate 
tenants  in  methods  of  prevention  of  re-infestation. 

SCHOOLS. 

Periodical  inspections  are  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
the  Schools  in  the  area,  as  shewn  in  the  preceding  tables. 

On  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  in  school-children,  a 
notice  is  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Officer,  indicating  the  nature 
of  the  disease,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  patients  and  the 
contacts. 

When  it  is  considered  necessary,  I visit  the  school  for 
examination  of  the  children  for  the  detection  of  carriers  and  missed 
cases.

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  70  houses  have  been  reported  to  the  Council 
with  a view  to  action  being  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1930- 
1936. 

There  still  remains  a number  of  houses  in  the  area  which 
require  to  be  dealt  with;  your  inspectors  are  actively  engaged  in 
preparing  the  Schedules  for  these  remaining  properties  so  that  in 
the  near  future  I hope  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  bad  houses 
in  your  area  have  been  successfully  dealt  with.  The  time  taken 
in  re-conditioning  some  of  the  properties  has  been  rather  long,  for 
such  reasons  as  lack  of  means  of  the  owner,  illness,  or  lack  of 
skilled  labour  in  certain  parts  of  the  area,  but  where  the  owner  is 
trying  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  put  the  houses  in  a satisfactory 
state,  the  Council  has  given  him  every  consideration. 

The  question  of  demolition  of  old  buildings  has  from  time  to 
time  been  under  discussion,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  no  definition 
has  been  given  as  to  what  is  meant  by  the  term  as  used  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  In  many  instances  we  find  that  the  owner  has 
considered  that  his  work  in  respect  of  demolition  has  been  carried 
out  when  the  roof,  doors  and  windows  of  a property  have  been 
removed,  and  so  what  may  be  a pretty  and  attractive  part  of  the 
countryside  is  marred  by  the  unsightly  appearance  of  a partly 
demolished  house,  shewing  loosely  hanging  wall-papers  suspended 
from  the  remaining  walls. 

Apparently  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  rely  upon  the  owner  for 
the  complete  demolition,  and  to  encourage  him  as  far  as  possible  to 
remove  these  eye-sores  from  the  country-side.  Unfortunately,  the 
material  in  these  old  houses  is  of  very  little  use,  as  it  is  largely 
perished ; it  is  cheaper  to  obtain  new  quarried  stone  for  new  works. 

I am  pleased  to  note  that  thatched  roofs  are  still  favoured  by 
some  owners  of  properties  in  the  rural  area,  and  although  thatching 
is  rapidly  dying  out,  it  is  still  possible  to  get  this  work  done.  I 
would  instance  several  cottages  on  the  main  Cowbridge -Card iff 
road,  where  thatching  has  been  carried  out  with  a most  pleasing 
effect.

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACTS,  1926-1938. 

In  connection  with  the  provisions  of  the  above,  the  Council 
caused  a survey  to  be  made  of  the  farms  within  their  Area  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  the  housing  needs  of  the  agricultural  workers. 
A total  of  302  farms  were  visited  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the 
existing  cottage  accommodation,  the  number  of  workers  employed, 
and  the  number  of  workers  who  would  normally  be  permanently 
employed  and  for  whom  accommodation  is  necessary.  In  55  of  the 
farms  visited,  the  farmers  stated  that  lack  of  housing  for  their 
workers  was  their  sole  difficulty  in  obtaining  permanent  farm 
workers.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  187  single  men  as  against 
125  married  men  were  employed  at  the  time  of  the  survey.  The 
absence  of  cottages  is  certainly  having  an  effect  in  this  connection, 
and  it  would  appear  that  where  the  farmer  has,  of  necessity,  to 
house  labour  at  the  farm-house,  the  employment  of  married  men 
in  the  majority  of  cases  is  precluded.  Finally,  it  was  found  that 
farmers  generally  could  not  say  that  a shortage  of  cottages  was  the 
sole  difficulty  in  their  inability  to  obtain  workmen,  the  close 
proximity  of  employment  at  shorter  hours  and  improved  wages 
being  given  as  the  chief  reasons.  In  a large  proportion  of  the 
enquiries,  however,  it  was  given  as  a contributory  factor. 

Details  of  the  55  cases  referred  to  above  were  reported  to  the 
Council,  who  decided  that  further  detailed  information  as  to  the 
actual  number  and  types  of  families  for  whom  provision  may  be 
necessary  and  the  location  thereof,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
agricultural  workers.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  were  five  licensed  and  one  registered  slaughterhouses 
operating  in  your  District  during  the  year.  Regular  inspections 
were  made,  slaughtering  being  carried  out  on  fixed  days  of  the 
week,  any  variation  being  notified  by  the  occupier  of  the  slaughter- 
house. 

Two  cases  of  animals  being  slaughtered  without  the  use  of  the 
humane  killer  as  required  by  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933, 
were  brought  to  your  attention.  As  a result  of  the  extension  of  the 
electricity  supply  an  electrical  stunning  instrument  was  provided 
at  a private  slaughterhouse. 

A number  of  meat  vendors  are  retailing  meat  from  motor 
vehicles  in  your  area,  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  quality  of  the 
meat  they  supply.

Section  F 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  the  installation  of  electric  light  and  heating 
to  all  the  buildings  of  the  Hospital  was  completed.  The  laundry 
block  in  addition  has  had  electric  irons,  electric  washing  machines 
and  rollers,  and  a hydrostatic  drying  machine. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  make  fuller  use  of  the  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  notifiable  and  non-notifiable  disease,  it  was 
felt  that  the  conversion  of  No.  2 Block  (Typhoid)  into  cubicles 
would  be  a decided  advantage.  The  County  Medical  Officer  was 
approached,  and  expressed  a similar  opinion.  The  matter  was 
considered  by  the  Council,  who  approved  of  the  recommendation, 
and  plans  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  who  also  approved  of  the  conversion.  The  four  cubicles 
will  be  situated  two  on  either  side  of  a central  kitchen,  and  each 
ward  will  have  access  to  a small  verandah,  on  to  which  it  will  h: 
possible  to  wheel  the  patient’s  bed  when  the  conditions  are  favour- 
able to  the  patient. 

The  practitioners  in  the  area  have  been  notified  that  the 
Hospital  is  prepared  to  receive  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  when  severe  or  when  complicated  by  Pneumonia,  etc. 

The  Hospital  has  not  been  very  severely  taxed  for  accom- 
modation of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been 
necessary  to  nurse  any  patient  at  home  on  account  of  lack  of 
accommodat  ion . 

* During  the  year  several  cases  have  been  received  from 
neighbouring  authorities  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  acute  infectious  diseases,  only  a few 
cases  were  admitted,  such  as  Mumps,  Measles,  Chicken  Pox. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  received  was  170  as  against  174  for  1937,  of  which  Scarlet 
Fever  accounted  for  101  as  against  99  for  the  previous  year,  and 
Diphtheria  32  as  against  49.  The  one  death  which  occurred  was 
due  to  Laryngeal  Diphtheria. 

A number  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  developed  complications 
such  as  enlarged  glands,  discharging  ears  and  nephritis. 

Your  district  was  fortunate  in  not  having  any  case  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  notified,  although  a number  of  cases  were  in  neighbouring 
districts. 

Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

Facilities  are  available  for  immunization  against  Diphtheria 
at  all  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  your  area,  and  also  in  school 
children  up  to  the  age  of  7 years.  Also  prophylactic  material  is 
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available  to  medical  practitioners  in  your  area  upon  request. 
Experience  of  the  working  of  this  scheme  is  that  it  is  found  that 
there  are  a large  number  of  parents  who  do  not  avail  themselves  of 
the  service  offered  in  the  Infant  Clinics;  they  appear  to  prefer 
having  the  child  done  when  older,  and  consequently,  the  number 
of  acceptances  in  the  schools  is  higher.  Pamphlets  are  distributed 
on  the  subject  in  the  clinics,  and  also  parents  are  urged  to  have 
their  children  immunized  as  soon  after  they  have  reached  the  age 
of  fifteen  months  as  possible.  Applications  from  practitioners 
have  been  limited  to  a few  cases  only.  This  scheme  has  been 
continued  for  a further  twelve  months. 

The  prophylactic  used  has  been  mainly  A.P.  T. , supplied  by 
Messrs.  Burroughs  and  Wellcome.  Two  injections  have  been 
given,  one  of  0. 1 cc.  and  the  second  0.5  cc.  A few  children  have 
been  done  with  T.A.F.  No  pre-  or  post-Schick  testing  has  been 
performed,  mainly  on  account  of  pressure  of  work  and  lack  of  time 
to  carry  out  as  many  injections  as  I should  like.

Where  a practitioner  notifies  a 
death  from  tuberculosis  and  the  case  had  not  been  previously 
notified,  he  is  communicated  with  and  asked  to  submit  an 
explanation,  and  in  the  few  cases  where  this  has  occurred,  the 
practitioner  has  usually  given  as  his  reason  that  he  was  under  the 
impression  that  the  case  had  already  been  notified. 

COMMITTEE  OF  INQUIRY  INTO 

ANTE -TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICE  IN  WALES. 

An  inquiry  was  conducted  during  the  year  by  Mr . E . Clement 
Davies,  K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Dr.  F.  J.  H.  Coutts,  C.B.,  into  the 
working  and  the  organisation  for  the  prevention,  treatment,  and 
after-care  of  Tuberculosis  by  Local  Authorities  in  Wales  and 
Monmouthshire , through  the  agency  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  and  otherwise,  and  to  advise  whether  any,  and  if  so, 
what  steps  should  be  taken  to  improve  these  arrangements  and,  in 
particular,  whether  and  in  what  respects  the  Scheme  made  under 
Section  102  (3)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  for  the  Third 
Grant  Period  should,  having  regard  to  the  costs  of  public  health 
services  in  Wales,  be  amended. 

At  the  Inquiry,  on  behalf  of  the  Rural  District  Areas,  evidence 
was  given  by  M,  Warren,  Esq.,  M.B.E.,  Clerk  of  the  Council,
